IMPORTANT 


It is not the screw threaded portions which ensure rigidity of 
connection between head and shaft, but the powerful frictional grip of 
the tapered shaft in the tapered socket. The screwed portions merely 
serve to DRAW TOGETHER or FORCE APART the tapered shaft 
and the internally tapered socket of the head. The terrific grip obtainable 
by means of tapered or coned surfaces is most easily grasped when it is 
realised that in ninety per cent. of all motor vehicles, including heavy 
lotties, the engine power is conveyed to the road wheels by means of a 
tapered or coned clutch. The expression “ slipping clutch” as applied 
to motors or automobiles means that the frictional grip between tapered 
or coned portions is temporarily imperfect.

Before leaving the subject of the method we adopt of screwing the 
shaft into the socket we feel that this is so important that it is advisable 
to further emphasize the perfection of the joint between the shaft and 
the head. 


Tt has already been explained that it is the frictional grip of the 
tapered shaft in the tapered socket which ensures such rigidity of con- 
nection between head and shaft, but we do not think it is generally under- 
stood what a tremendous power is being exerted to bring those two 
tapered surfaces together so tightly that for all practical purposes a joint 
hardly exists. 
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To make it clear we may be pardoned for giving two illustrations 
of the power of a screw thread. Consider a locomotive that has gone 
off the rails, and the enormous weight which has to be lifted before it 
can be put back again. By what means is it raised? By means of screw 
jacks. The same thing applies to all motor cars that for any reason, 
punctures or otherwise, require to have one or more wheels lifted from the 
ground. Again a screw jack is employed. Now nearly everyone knows 
that a jack can be operated with practically no exertion, yet the tremendous 
power exerted by a sctew jack is easily observed. The thread on a 
“RANGEFINDER Raprer” Shaft being screwed into the tapped socket 
of a “ RANGEFINDER Rapier” Head is, in principle, employing the same 
power which raises a motor cat or locomotive. 


We may appear to have somewhat laboured this point, but we are 


anxious to make it clear beyond any shadow of doubt how perfectly, 
and securely and rigidly is the shaft drawn home into the head socket. 


READ CAREFULLY 


With “ RANGEFINDER Raprers ” it is NOT a case of one shaft and 
a pocketful of heads. That idea is absurd. You have a kit of Clubs 
like any other, but “ RANGEFINDER Raprer” Shafts and Heads, being 
all interchangeable and instantly attachable and detachable, you can in a 
moment experiment with your own Clubs with a view to finding out 
what length of Club best suits your game. 
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ATTACHING SHAFTS TO IRON HEADS 
RIGHT-HANDED PLAYERS. 

For right-handed players Shafts and Heads ate left-hand threaded. 
Screw the shaft into the head socket, TURNING SHAFT TO THE 
LEFT, then place the club head between the shoes and thoroughly 
tighten. . DETACHING shaft from head. Place the head between 
the shoes, as illustrated, and TURN THE SHAFT TO THE RIGHT.

ATTACHING SHAFTS 
TO WOODEN HEADS 


While an Iron head can be firmly held 
between the shoes as described and 
illustrated, and a powerful turning 
movement can be applied to the shaft 
by the hands, a similar method is not 
advocated to attach “ Raprer”’ shafts 
to Wooden heads for the following 
two reasons :— A wee Kiltie can do it. 
(1) The formation of the Wooden heads is such that there is difficulty 
in getting a secure grip between the shoes. 
(2) The fine finish of the Wooden heads is apt to be marked or 
destroyed through contact with the shoes. 
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PROCEDURE.—FOR RIGHT-HANDED PLAYERS. 


ATTACHING SHAFT TO HEAD.—Shafts and Wooden Heads 
are left-hand threaded. Hold the head with the left hand and with the 
tight on the grip, screw the shaft into the head socket, TURNING 
SHAFT TO THE LEFT, until thoroughly tight. 


DETACHING SHAFT FROM HEAD.—Reverse the process, 
TURNING SHAFT TO THE RIGHT. ‘That sounds easy, but the 
fit between tapered shaft and tapered socket is so perfect that it may be 
found necessary to ask a friend to hold the head of the club while you, 


with a two-handed grip on the shaft, release it, remembering always to 


turn to the right. 


FOR LEFT-HANDED PLAYERS. 


ATTACHING SHAFT TO HEAD.—Shafts and Wooden Heads 
are right-hand threaded. Hold the head with the right hand and with 
the left on the grip, sctew the shaft into the head socket, TURNING 
SHAFT TO THE RIGHT, until thoroughly tight. 


DETACHING SHAFT FROM HEAD.—Reverse the process, 
TURNING SHAFT TO THE LEFT. The union between shaft and 
tapered sleeve in the head is so perfect that it may be found necessary 
to effect disengagement, to ask a friend to hold the wooden head 


while you, with a two-handed grip on the shaft, release it, turning 
shaft to the left. 


WOODEN CLUBS. 


In giving the fractional final turn in tightening, or the preliminary 
turn in disengaging the shaft from the head, any squeak or creaking 
sound which may be heard is due simply to the dry friction between the 
metal shaft and metal socket, and is to be disregarded. 


CARE OF CLUBS. 
“RANGEFINDER RAPIER” RUSTLESS IRON HEADS. 


Tron Heads should not be touched with emery paper. An occasional cleaning 
with any good metal polish is sufficient to maintain their fine finish. 


“ RANGEFINDER RAPIER” STEEL SHAFTS SHOULD NOT BE CLEANED 
WITH METAL POLISH. 


An occasional rub with a vaselined or slightly oiled rag is all that is required to 
remove dirt or damp. Then dry thoroughly with clean cloth.

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LADIES’ GOLF CLUBS 


WHAT WEIGHT AND LENGTH ? 


We are often asked “Do you make Ladies’ Clubs?” The lady of to-day is an 
athlete, and, while such articles as a lady’s glove, a lady’s shoe, or a lady’s cycle remain 
unmistakenly feminine, what is there about a lady’s golf Club to make it distinctly 
different from that made for a man? We can imagine the immediate answer—“ Oh! 
It is EVER so much lighter in weight.” Is this, however, an accepted or an 
investigated fact ? If it really is the case that a lady uses Clubs EVER so much lighter 
in weight than men do, then we assert that she is severely and unfairly handicapping 
herself. The following incident gives support to this contention. 


A certain girl who had become a good average player could not progress further, 
try as she might, and, thinking it might be her clubs, asked a man cousin, a good golfer, 
to play a round with them— and tell me what you think.” “ Righto,” said the 
obliging relative. He returned from the experiment, threw the clubs down, saying 
as he sank into a chair, “ Burn the dashed things. I never felt so exhausted in my life. 
I have been round the course and all the way have had to slog like Gilbert Jessop. 
There is no BEEF in the bally things and I had to BIFF every ball or I would never 
have got home.” There we are. This breezy lad was speaking with the wisdom of 
Solomon himself; there being no BEEF in the clubs he had to BIFF himself into a 
state of exhaustion, as the clubs could not do their share of the work. 


If golfers played with a 16 Ib. hammer, we could understand a lady asking for a 
nice little one, but the average weight of a club is much less than 1 Ib., and as there are 
three weights, light, medium and heavy, to choose from, we simply cannot see that we 
would be doing ladies an honest service by further reducing the weight of a club head— 
taking the BEEF out of it—and stamping it “‘ Lady’s Weight.” Ladies, therefore, in 
our well considered judgment can confidently use standard weight golf clubs, quite 
erroneously termed “ Men’s Clubs.” In using the term “ Standard Weight ” we mean 
that range of weights embraced by the three classifications—light, medium and heavy, 
light being in this case merely a relative term. 

Regarding the length of club, we generally recommend out standard lengths of 
Irons but having the Driver and Brassie 41 in., and the Spoon and Baffy 39 in. long. 

The foregoing is not written for the benefit of star lady golfers, who know what 
clubs to use and how to use them. The best of them have put up performances which 


only the leading men amateurs can equal. Among out lady customers ate a number of 
British International players and they NEVER mention the term “ Ladies’ Clubs.”

Before explaining our very earnest efforts to ensure that 
“ RANGEFINDER Rapier ’? GOLF Cruss should reach the public in the 
most perfect condition, we may be permitted to refer for a moment to 


merchandising in general. 


The whole modern trend of efficient marketing is to do everything 
that can be done to ensure goods reaching the public in an absolutely 
unsoiled condition. Certain classes of goods obviously cannot be put 
into sealed packages, but wherever possible a truly efficient 
manufacturer makes use of sealed boxes or containers. 


Take Golf Balls. Each Ball is in its own sealed wrapper. If the 
seals were broken and the wrappers thrown away, and the Golf Balls 
were exposed for sale wholly unprotected, the paint-work would be 
tarnished, and the balls would suffer deterioration in different ways. 
In any case the Buyer would not have that pleasant feeling in 
taking a new ball out of its wrapper, and finding it fresh and dazzlingly 
white when he comes to use it. 


There is always a feeling of personal satisfaction in purchasing 
goods which, from the moment of manufacture, have been preserved from 
outside contact. Until now the marketing of Golf Clubs in this manner 
has not been practical politics, for the simple reason that no two Hickory 
Shafts are alike either in feel or in appearance. A Golfer might handle 
many clubs before arriving at a final choice; it was a difficult thing to 
keep Clubs from being more or less soiled, and again a player on finally

getting hold of the very Club he was looking for, might decide that it 
was so much too short, or too long in the shaft, and it had to be altered 
to suit him. Who was paying for that alteration? Did the customer, 
having paid the full retail price, pay the extra, or did the professional 
or dealer carry out the alteration gratis, and so reduce his profit ? 
Obviously somebody was going to lose money, and further, the buyer 
might want to take the Club away with him there and then, and could 
not wait until the length had been altered. 


The enormous marketing advantages made possible by the 
introduction of the “ RANGEFINDER Raprer” assembly system have 
completely abolished such expense and delay. How is this done? 
With the advent of steel, what hitherto was regarded as impossible has 
now been made easy. Steel Shafts are so scientifically produced that a 
player having handled one can be as certain of getting a duplicate, as he 
can be sure of getting any recognised make of Golf Ball out of a sealed 
wrapper.

Niblick, try an experimental knock or two, having the back of the left 
hand uppermost and not at the side of the shaft with the knuckles towards 
the green.

(23) Don’t be afraid of your Putter. Once on the green putt to hole 
out no matter how far you are from the hole and hit firmly. The hole 
won't come to you.

(25) In comparison to accurate hitting of the ball, length is of no 
importance. 


(26) Length can only be obtained by hard hitting, and you cannot 
afford to hit hard until you can hit accurately. 


(27) The great secret of hard, accurate hitting is control of the Club 
Head. The average player can more easily obtain this control by using 
Clubs rather short than long. That is the reason why so many players 
who lack confidence in the use of the Driver and Brassie are successful 
with and particularly fond of the Spoon.
